The wrecked train was the seco nd sec­ 
tio n o f the Cleveland and Cincinnati 
express.

There were 
vario us sto ries o f ho w the wreck o c­ 
curred, but the o fficial versio n Is as 
fo llo ws: 
The engine o n an eastbo und freight 
train was flagged by the crew o f a 
shifting engine ahead o n the same 
track. 
The engineer quickly put o n 
his air-breaks and the train, an unu­ 
sually lo ng o ne, came to a sudden halt. 
The strain o n the air-valves was a 
severe o ne and a co nnecting air-ho ae 
in the middle o f the train blew o ut. 
This caused the midtjlo o f the tiain to 
“buckle” and the damaged cars fell 
o ver o n the passenger tracks. 
Just as this happened the Cleveland 
express came thundering up and “side- 
swiped” the wreck. 
The express was 
sto pped within its o wn length and the 
third sleeper was o ppo site the wrecked 
cars.
